WASHINGTON, October 3.— G. L. God-

Thomas, constituting the majority of 
the Utah Commission, have filed with 
the Secretary of the Interior the annual 
report of the Commission on the affairs 
of the Territory. A memorandum at 
the close of the document states that 
Commissioners Carlton and McClernand . 
dissenting from many views expressed 
therein, do not sign the report. Tho 
population of the Territory is estimated 
at 200,000, a gain of nearly 60,000 since 
1880. 
The valuation of the property 


assessed in the various counties of the 
Territory is given as $35,065,802. The 
prosperity of the past seven years, says 
the report, has been equal to that of 
any former period in the history of the 
Territory. 
On April 1st of the present 


year the total Mormon population of 
the Territories of Utah, Idaho, Arizona, 
Wyoming and New Mexico and the 
States of Nevada and Colorado was 1C2,- 
383, the tithing for 1880 being $540,000. 
The strength of tho non-Mormon ele- 
ment is estimated at 55,000. 
This ele-

of the Territory nearly one-third, exclu- 
sive of railroad property. 
The different 


religions denominations have now in 
Utah sixty churches. These churches 
have established and control eighty- 
SBveu schools, with an aggregate of 
G.688 pupils and 230 teachers. 


In conclusion, the Commission sub- 


mits that in its opinion the results 
which have followed from the passage 
of the Edmunds Act have been very 
beneficial to the Territory. It has pro- 
vided a fair, honest and orderly system 
of elections, and it is universally con- 
ceded by Mormons and non-Mormons 
that there has been no charge nor even 
rumor of fraud in connection with the 
registration of voters and the conduct of 
elections since the Commission first 
commenced its work.

Wyoming; 'D'erritory. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Tho Governor 


of Wyoming Territory in his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of the Interior, 
stales that contrary to the prevalent be- 
lief the Territory is adapted for farming 
purposes as well as for stock raising. 
The Governor estimates the population 
at 285,000. 
Owing to tho fact that rail- 


road lands are assessed this year for 
the first time, the taxable value exceeds 
last year by over $1,000,000. For ten 
months ending June 30tl>, 303,000 acres 
of public lands were taken up. The 
Governor notes the decaileuce of the 
cattle business as compared with former 
years and says that hard Winters and 
the scarcity of food is bringing about 
the result of confining cattle more to 
one locality where they can be sheltered 
and fed during Winter. The Governor 
recommends the erection of three new 
land offices to be known as the Buffalo, 
Sundance and Lander districts. 


A Hncrainetito Embezzler. 


SAOBAMENTO, Oct. 4th .--J. C. Van- 


kirk, for many years a trusted employee 
of the San Joaqnin & Sacramento Navi- 
gation Company, has been found to be 
an embezzler. He was paid $200 a 
month and was implicity trusted. A 
week ago to-day he assigned his home- 
stead to Captain Thomas Deoger, of the 
Navigation Company. His shortage in 
not known yet, but is variously estima- 
ted at from $10,000 to §50,000. His 
embezzling has been going on for a 
long time. Van Kirk has a wife and 
four children.

It is an extraordinary thing that 
the people of Carson should desire to 
keep up the reputation of the slowest, 
most envious of each other, that ever 
were known on the Paoiflo Coast, but so 
it is, and so it will continue until the 
young, go-ahead men shall alone re- 
main and the fossils laid away, where 
"neither moth nor rust doth corrupt." 


It is a painful admission for< those 


who have lived in the county for many 
years, and worse than all to the Tri- 
bune, whose columns have for yoars been 
devoted to the advocacy of the best in- 
terests of the whole people, but it is so 
and unfortunately cannot be oontradiot- 
ed. There are a {aw live men among 
us, but whatever they may do to benefit 
the whole community, is by the envious 
ones set down to personal interests and 
aggrandizement. 
There are business 


men still living in Carson who have 
fattened off the general public, who 
aever were known to donate a dollar tc 
picnics, races or any other amusemeni 
which would draw visitors to the town 
without a growl, and until such shall be 
gathered to their father, the same state 
of affairs shall continue.
